AN IMPERIAL BID. 


Germany’s Anti-Socialist Law to 
Become a Dead Letter. 


Legislation Ameliorating the Con- 
dition of the Laboring People, 


The Spanish Cabinet Exelted Over the Dis- 
covery That the Province ef Catalonia 
Is Honeycombed With Socialis m— 
Emperor William’s Injuries—Newfound- 
land on the War-Path—Germany 41 
leged to Have Violated African Agree 
ments—An Armenian Village Destroyed 
by an Earthquake—Foreign News. 


LONDON, May 27 —It is reported from Berlin 
that the anti-Soclalist law, which will expire 
on October 1, will not berenewed. This is a 
part of the Government bid for the support of 
the Socialist members ofthe Reichstag who 
are also expected to be won over tothe Em- 
peror by the bill amending the present factory 
and workshop act, which goes very far in 
ameliorating the condition of the laboring 
people. Although the bill permits women to 
work eleven hours a day, this is still quite a 
reform in Germany where women are often 
employed for thirteen and fifteen hours a 
day. Regulations regarding the hour of com- 
mencement and ending of work, must be 
hung up In the shops; also the time and man- 
ner of the calculation of the payment of 
wages: the amount ot notice to be given be- 
fore dismissal, when such period isnot al- 
ready fixed by law, and a list of grounds for 
instant dismissal without notice,the penalties 
proposed, their nature and extent and, if by 
fines, regulations as to payment and the pur- 
poses to which the money wil! be devoted. 
Children cannot be employed under 13 years 
years ofage andthenonly when they have 
completed the requisite attendance at primary 
schools. On Sunday each workman must 
have twenty-four hours rest and at Christ- 
mas, Easter and Whitsuntide, forty-eight 
hours. This includes ail workmen in mines, 
quarries, salt works, foundries and similar 
branches of industry. In certain other 
handicrafts workmen may work for five hours 
on Sunday and holidays. Children can work 
six hours a day and persons between 183 and 16 
years of age not over ten hours. 

THE EMPEROR'S INJURIES. 

The fact that Emperor Wliliam has been 
ordered to remain in his room for ten days as 
the result of his carriage accident, induces a 
quite general belief that his injuries are far 
more serious than his physicians will sdmit, 
It is freely predicted that he Will not be able 
to leave his room for a, muen longer period 
than that named, but those who are in a post 
tion to snow hig exact condition adheté to 
the statement thatthough his injury ts pain- 
ful it is in no wise serious enough to keep bim 
indoors beyond .he time set by the doctors. 

PARTICULARS OF THE ACCIDENT. 

BERLIN, May 27.—The Tageblatt says that the 
carriage in which the Emperor and the Prince 
of Saxe-Meiningen were riding on Sunday 
last, was overturned when the horses shied. 
Just as it was about to upset the Emperor 
jumped and escaped being injured by the va- 
hicle, but the Prince of Saxe-Meiningen was 
not so fortunate. He was thrown out and 
the carriage fell upon him. Ihe back of his 
head was injured and biood flowed pro- 
fusely. The Emperor declared that he had 
received no injury, and after a short rest he 
proceeded in company with the Empress to 
Pfauen, where they remained until 10 o’ clock 
in the evening and then returned to Berlin. 
Upon their arrival atthe palace the Emperor 
complained of injury to his right foot and the 
court physicians were summoned. Upon ex- 
amintaion it was found that the foot was 
sprained.

The sentiment against submis- 
sion Is @fowing stronger every day and the 
lottery men dre beginning to lose hope. 


Defy the Constitution, 


Commenting on the refusal of the Lottery 
Co, to permitan inspection of its books, in 
defiance of the State Constitution, which says 
that every corporation doing business in the 


State shall keep a place where a public in- 
spection of its books can be made, the New 
Deltafhnas the following to say: 

Ignorance of the law even if it would avail 
them aught, cannot be plead, fora perusal of 
the committee’s letter shows that it quotes 
the article of the Constitution in full, aud puts 
the Lottery Co. on its guard. The advice of 
counsel’’ will not «avail it as a plea 
for breach of a plain provision of the 
organie law. So firmly does this wealthy cor- 

oration imagine itself to be fixed in the 

tate, so securely does it think itself planted 
behind its huge breastworks of monoy-bags, 
so Valiantly championed does it know itself to 
pe by a powerful press and influential politi- 
cians, that it arrogates to itself to 
trample upon the iaws of the State 
and to refuse obedience to their 
mandates. After defying morality, religion 
and public sentiment, it puts the cap-sbeal to 
its audacity by a contemptuous disobedience 
to the laws of the land. 

What the company has to conceal it itself 
knows best. Why itrefuses to exhibit a list 
of its stockholders its officers alone 
can tell. Whether that list contains 
the names of the unsavory Republican 
politicians: of the days gone by, and sub- 
gervient public servants of later date, we can- 
not say. Whéther these books show the pay- 
ment of money for nefarious purposes we can 
only surmise, But if those books be as many 
suppose them to be, the company's officials 
have cause for thelr refusal. But there is no 
safety from public knowledge for these rec- 
ords. The deepest vault of the Safe Deposit 
Co., the most secure burglar-proof 
safe of the most impregnable bank in the 
world will not hold them. ‘he issue has been 
joined.

GERMAN CATHOLIC SOCIETIES, 


Proceedings of the Big Conventien Being 
Held at Milwaukee, 


MILWAUKEE, Wis,, May 27.—The convention 
of German Catholic societies was tardy in 
assembling this morning, owing to the fact 
that most of the delegates were being enter- 
tained at St. Mary's Ohurch with a sermon 
from Rev. Father Buebler of St. Francis Sem- 
inary. High mass was celebrated at the same 


church atan early hour by 3 Flasch. 
Father Buehler said the Catholic faith in this 
country must be taught by church schools and 
no interference with the schools should be al- 
lowed. The convention did not come to order 
until ll o’clock, when speeches were made by 
Wim. Casper of Milwaukee, H. J. Spaunhorst 
of St. Louis, Rev. Father Feldmann of Chica- 
go and others. Mr. Spaunborst said the Ben- 
hett law presented a political question that 
Catholics could not ignore, because it directly 
affected the welfare of their institutions. 
While Rev. Feldmann was speaking, a com- 
mittee escorted Bishops Flasch and Katzer 
and Administrator Zeininger to the stage. 

The audience arose the bishops came in 
and remained — till the dignitaries 
were seated. Chairman Kaiser called upon 
Bishop Flasch to make an address. 

Bishop Flasch referred to the Bennett law 
In his address and upheld theright of the 
church to go into politics when its interests 
were attacked. He was followed by Bisho 
Katz of Green Bay, who took off his coat as [f 
toemphasize his earnestness and proceed 
to attack the nett law in the 
bitterest manner.

ADJOURNED SINE DIE. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
AT SARATOGA FINISHES ITS LABORS- 


The Next Meeting to Be Held in Detroit in 
1891—Most of the Morning Session De- 
voted to Finishing Business and Keferr- 
ing Various Matters—The Revision Ques- 
tien—Dr. Moore’s Address 


SARATOGA, N. I., May27.—In the Presbyter- 
lan Assembly this morning, the Judictal 
Committee reported the cd@se of R. N. Wilson 
against the Presbytery of Philadelphia and 
the papers were ordered returned to the par- 
ties. In the case of Clarence W, Backus 
against the Presbytery of Rochester, the com- 
mittee reported that the proceedings before 
the synod of New York were regular. 
Adopted. On motion of Dr. Crosby. Rev. Dr. 
J. A. Hodge of Hartford and Rev. Dr.John Scott 
ot Boston were added to the Committee on 
Corporation of Churches, The Committee on 
Narratives reported that it had labored under 
serious embarrassment because of the negli - 
gence of Presbyteries in sending in their nar- 
ratives. Out of the 213 Presbyteries seventy- 
one had failed to send narratives to this 
Assembly. The narratives show thatin the 
218 Presbyteries there are 3,105 ministers, 357 
licensetors and 1,056 candidates. Seventy- 
nine thousand persons were received and 
87,000 on certificate. Total number of com- 
municants, 856,864; net gain during the year, 
108,090. A reference in the narrative to the 
inefficiency of elders in the matter of holding 
church sessions raised alittle breeze. Mr. 
White thought the statement was not 
by authority. He believed it was 
largely the work of the pastors. 
[Cries of *‘No!’’] A commissioner strongly 
objected to the report as class legisliation—all 
were equally guilty before God. He moved 
that the section be laid on the table; lost, 
The report was recommitted for modifica- 
tion by the insertion of the words ‘some 
elders.’’ The Committee on Neorology re- 
ported 117 deaths in the ministry during the 
year. The list was readand the assembly 
stood while Dr. White offered a prayer. 

‘ ‘ORIGINAL PACKAGES.’”’ 

R. E. Fiiekinger and J. E. Griff of Iowa 
were appointed a committee to stop at Wash- 
ington and present the Assembly’s original 
ae e’’ resolution to the Senate of the 

nited States; adopted with but two dissent- 
ing voices, one of which—Dr. Van Dyke’s— 
was heard to say with considerable emphasis: 
„What has this assembly got to do 
with original packages?’’ The Committee on 
Revision was empowered to publish its con- 
clusions if reached before the timeof the 
next Assembly. The roll of standing com- 
mittees was then called and discharged in 
order, as they reported their work finished. 
When the Committee on Bills and overtures 
was reached Dr. Darling of Albany Presby- 
tery asked what had become of the overture 
of his Presbytery on a short creed. He wanted 
to go back able to tell his Presbytery where it 
stood. A delegate advised him to tell it to 
stand right by the Presbyterian Oburch. 

Langhter.] Dr. Darling was informed that 

he Overture was in the bands of the Com- 
mittee on Revision. 

The question of reimbursing tbe church at 
Jacksonville, Fia., came up at the call of the 
Committtee on Finance. Dr. Little of Texas 
offered a resolution that $4,000 be taken from 
the contingent fund. Dr. Roberts strongly 
opposed the resolution, saying the assembly 
had no rightto so disburse the money paid 
into the treasury by the Presbyteries. Dr.Van 
Dyke agreed with Mr. Roberts as to the contin- 
gent fund, but hoped the Presbyterian Ohureh 
would pay the church at Jacksonville the just 
debt it owed. The matter was referred to the 
next assembly. The roll was called and it was 
ordered thatthe names of the absentees be 
inserted In the minutes, 

At 12:30 o’clook the business of the assembly 
having been finished the minutes of the ses- 
sion were read and approved. Dr. Kingsbury 
of New Jersey then read a: resolution of 
thanks to the Moderator, Rev. Dr. Moore of 
Columbus, O., for the efficient and dignified 
mannerin which he had presided over the 
deliberations of the assembiy. The resoiu- 
tion, thanking local committees of 2 
ments, were adopted by a rising vote. .

AREMARKABLE CASE. 

The case of MANSFIELD KING, the man 
now in jail at Clayton, St. Louis County, 
awaiting requisition from the Denver au- 
thorities, is one of the most remarkable 
in the records of crime. He was arrested 
on suspicion of horse stealing in this city, 
and when the Post-Dispatcu first pub- 
lished his confession that he was guilty of 
murder and of various other crimes com- 
mitted in Ralls County, scarcely any cre- 
dence was attached to his story. He was 
looked upon asa lunatic or a notoriety- 
seeker, or it was believed that he had con- 
cocted the story in order to be sent to Ralls 
County in the belief that he would be en- 
abled to escape. It was incredible that a 
man should voluntarily invite capital 
punishment. Yet his story was found 
upon investigation to coincide with occur- 
rences in Ralls County, the man whom 
he claimed to have murdered having dis- 
appeared mysteriously. 

Afterwards KING confessed that he was 
the man who robbed President MorraT of 
the First Natioual Bank of Denver of 

21,000. That robbery was one of the 
boldest ever committed. The chances 
were a thousand to one against its suc- 
cess, but not only did KING get the money 
but he succeeded in eluding pursuit. He 
was apparently fe from prosecution for 
these terrible charges. Cushier Orts, of 
the robbed bank, could not identify him 
until he was shaved and placed ina posi- 
tion which recalled the robber as he stood 
in front of the paying teller to receive the 
money on the President’s check. 

The case gives impressive confirmation 
to the doctrine that murder will out.“ 
KINd's fate to all appearances was in his 
own hands. While of course the criminal 
was pursued the man had no reason to 
believe that he had not thoroughly cov- 
ered his tracks. The time which had 
elapsed since the commission of his crimes 
was greatly in his favor. But he could 
not hold his horrible secret. His crimes 
haunted him, and in bis imagination, 
which had become morbid from long 
dwelling on them and on the possibility 
of capture, every man was a detective 
and every eye read his burning thoughts. 
He said that he confessed because of re- 
morse. Doubtless it is true, and this is 
only one more striking piece ot evidence 
that a crime concealed bears its own pun- 
ishment, which is sometimes so great that: 
the worst penalty of the law is preferable 


to it.

ABRIVE IN NEW YORK.

NEw YORK, May 27.—Salvation Army circles 
are just now agitated by the advent in this 
city on Sunday. of the advance guard of a vis- 
iting delegation of officers from India, which 
arrived on the Oity of Rome. The commander 
of the forces of India, Commissioner Boeth- 
Tucker, is expected to arrive on Friday next. 
Those who arrived of Sunday were Staff- 


Captain Jai Singh and wife, Capt. Kantanella, 


a Hindoo cadet; Lord Ratifa rala, a converted 
Buddhist priestand Lleut. Abd ui Azis,a Persian. 
They are now quartéred at the Brooklyn gar- 
rison, in Washington street. The object of 
the visit of these Indian salvationists is to ex- 
cite an interest in the missionary work of the 
army by making atourof the United States 
and Canada, holding meetings in the several 
cities at which the Indians will speak of their 
conversion to the Christian religion and their 
work inthe salvation army, the hope being 
entertained that thereby money may be raised 
with which to widen the scope of the work in 
India. The first public appearance will 
be at Association Hall in this 
city this evening. The PoS8t-D1sPaTOH Cor- 
respondent yesterday met the newly-arrived 
Salvationists at the army headyuarters. They 
were all, with the exception of Capt. Jai 
Singh, attired in their native costumes and 
presented a striking appearance. The cos- 
tume consists of a Dhootie (robe) of orange 
which is known as the religious color, the 
wearing of which in India signifies that the 
wearer is one devoted to religious work. A 
shoulder cloth and pughdiel for the head are 
of the same color. Besides this, as a dis- 
tinctively salvation army uniform; a red 
jacket is worn, across the breast of 


which are the words ‘‘Salvation Army. With 
the exception Of the ex-Buddhist priest, 
Ratha Pala, the visitors speak the English 
language. Pala is studying hard and making 
progress in mastering English and under- 
stands what is said to him. These people con- 
stitute an interesting group, and though far 
from their native land, they were happy and 
contented. Each gave to the reporter 
BRIEF SKETCH OF His LIFE, 

and the circumstances under which he was 
led to join the Salvationists, and all declared 
that nothing could induce them to renounce 
their new faith and leave the army. 
Capt. Kantanella was born 
Colombo, Ceylon, and is 22 
years ot age. He isa handsome fellow, with 
a luxuriant growth of jet black hair, which 
hangs about bis shoulders. He has been a 
member of the army three and a half years. 
He learned to speak English while a student 
in the Government school in Ceylon, with a 
view to entering Government service. Having 
learned the English language, he affected 
English Gress as well. He had learned the 
trade ofa printer and was arb at the 
trade when his attention was called to the 
Salvation Army, which had been intro- 
duced in India by Commissioner Booth- 
Tucker. Being converted under the 
ministrations of the Commissioner he forsook 
his trade and his trousers and resumed the 
garb of the natives, finding that those who 
were connected with the army were not 
ashamed to do as the Indians do. When he 
olned the salvation forces he was ostracized 

y his own kith and kin, but he says he 
oe such pleasure as he never enjoyed be- 

ore. 

Lieut. Abdul Azis was born in South India 
twenty-six years ago and was reared in the 
Mohammedan faith. His home was at Ban- 
galore, and like Capt. KXantanella, he 
had learned to speak English while at 
school. Having heard of the work of 
Commissioner Booth-Tucker, he sent for 
Gen. and Mrs. Wm. Booth’s books, which he 
read. Their teachings appealed to his judg- 
ment and he espoused the faith, at first asa 
secret diseiple, but later attached himself 
openly to the army. His renunciation of the 
Mohammedan faith brought on him hatred of 
his former coreligionists and he was fre- 
quently assaulted and several attempts were 
made upon hislife. He was obliged to leave 
Bangalore to escape persecution and subse- 
quently aided Commissioner Booth-Tucker in 
his work at Kolar, Coconada, Vizinigram and 
Cudapah. 

THE EX-BUDDHIST PRIEST. 

The most interesting figure of the group was 
the youthful ex-Buddhist priest. While he 
says he is 22 years old he looks much younger, 
and a bright, jolly little man he is. He was 
ordained a priestatthe age of 13, after which 
he prosecuted his studies in Pali, Elu, Sans- 
scrit and Bana books, and was possessed of 
such rare intellectual qualities that he was a 
very popular preacher. 

Jam sure, he said, that the Salvation 
army is an organization raised by God Al- 
mighty to win the world to Him. So I have 
volunteered to become a warrior in the glori- 
ous army to wage war against the devil. 

The ex-Priest has a keen sense of humor. 
Capt. Jai Singh, who by the way isan En 
giisbman named Jackson, who took the name 
by which he is now known, when he went to 
India, tells the following as a sample of Lord 
Ratu Pala’s humor: 

He had been somewhat afraid of coming to 
America for fear the climate would be too se- 
vere for him, but Oapt. Jai Singh assured him 
that he would find here a balmy atmosphere 
which would be delightful, Last Friday the 
steamship City of Rome, on which the party 
crossed the Atiantic, passed several large ice- 
bergs,the presence of which caused the air 
to become exceedingly chilly. This made the 
little priest shiver and his teeth rattled. 
While In this condition he met Jai Singh on 
deck when the following colloquy enaured: 

ou say itis very warm in America?’’

„Oh, I thought we must be near when I see 
those big chunks of bot air coming out of the 
ocean to cool off.

Booth, the founder of the Salvation Army. 
He is a grandson of Henry St. George Tucker, 
who was for many years a director of the East 
India Co. He was an officer of the In- 
dian Civil Service, enjoying a handsome sul 
ary with bright prospects for advancement, 
all of which he resigned to jointhe Salvation 
Army and take up the work of christianizing 
—— under the banner of that unique organi- 
zation.

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A REMARKABLE PERFORMANCE,

A Truck Horse Falls into a Stream and 
Swims Two Miles.

NEW HAvxx, Conn., May 27.—Tne toughest 
two-mile swim that any horse in New Haven 
ever undertook fell to the lot of a big bay yes- 
terday, as a result of his own indiscretion. It 
is two miles straight away across the harbor 
from the end of Long Wharf to the East Ha- 
ven shore. Thatisalongswim for anything 
of the horse family, unless, perhaps, the bip- 


popotamous, and the remarkable abe ko 
ance was watched by hundreds of people, 
who cheered loudly at its successful 
conclusion. The animal belonged to Truck- 
man Clark L. Smediey, and was one of a 
handsome pair, worth over $500, They were 
harnessed to a heavy track and their driver, 
Lew Woods, Was taking them.down to the 
end of the Long Wharf to get a load of mer- 
chandise. Neartheshoreend of the wharf 
the bit of the off horse was broken. He took 
frightimmediately and dragged his mate 
along the wharfata mad gallop. Dozens of 
loaded wagons were standing in the way of 
the frightened horses and the excitement 
among the teamsters who expected 
their own horses to join in the race or 
suffer by collision was intense. This 
combined with apprehension for Woods’ sat- 
ety, tended to make the scene exceedingly 
lively. Driver Woods hung to the reins and 
either by nice judgment or good luck, steered 
his team clear of everything. He hoped that 
they would stop at the end of the wharf, but 
they gave no sign of such an intention, and 
just at the last moment he jamped. He struck 
on his feet and was not hurt, but the team 
without checking theirspeed foran instant, 
dasbed clear off the wharf and disappeared in 
fifteen feet of water. Everybody rushed to 
the end ofthe pier. There were no signs of 
the truck or the near horse but lu about a 
minute the animal that had caused 
the trouble came to the surface 
entirely clear Of the truok, and struck out 
for the other shore, two miles away. Long- 
shoreman Taylor and two deck hands from 
the steamer Elm City jumped into à rowboat 
and pursued the swimmer. They overtook 
him after a row of about 300 yards, but darea 
not go near him for fear that he wouid upset 
the boat.

Meanwhile, Jobn ~— with a fast 
team, started around the thore to 
meet the horse if he ever reached 
the other shore. Angus carried biankets 
and stimulating drinks to revive the 
horse which would naturally be much ex- 
hausted after hisswim. The horse, watched 
by a greatcrowd, swam steadily through the 
deep water and showed little signs of weari- 
ness. But about a quarter of mile trom the 
shore he struck shoal water and a muddy 
bottom. Here he floundered and seemed to 
likely todrown. Taylor and his companions 
in the boat came to the rescue, however, and 
after a hard struggle in which the little craft 
was more than oncein danger of being 
swamped, the unruly bay, doubt- 
less by this repentant, was belped 
out of the shoals. Afew rods further’ 
ahead he stuck in the mud again and floun- 
dered about until at last he turned over on 
his back. It was a delicate operation to right 
him, for his hoofs beat the water into foam; 
but Taylor and his companions were equal to 
the task, and the bay was once more set on 
an even keel. Near the shore there is a 
ledge with slippery, sloping sides, and here 
the bay got into trouble again. He tried to 
get a footing, but slid off and sunk in the 
deeper water. Again he was rescued and 
started toward the shore. Fortunately but a 
narrow strip of water now lay before the 
animal and inafew minutes he struck hard 
bottom and walked ashore, while a great 
cheer went up from the crowd. Angus was 
ready to meet him with the warm biankets 
and the drinks. The former was accepted 
with dumb thanks; the drinks were respect- 
fully though firmly declined. The horse was 
not bruised except over the eyes and his in- 
juries were not serious. Mr. Smedly insured 
his horses for $450 a few days ago, and will get 
half that sum no doubt for the one that was 
lost. The truck was worth Two yeara 
ago a pair of borses owned by Mr. Smedly 
backed off the long wharf and were drowned.

A DASTARDLY CRIME, 


Particulars of the Recent Great Incendiary 
Fire at Havana. 


Ry Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—Mr. 8. Cabrera, who 
arrived in New York yesterday on the Ward 
Line steamship City of Washington after a 
three months’ sojourn in Havana, gave toa 
reporter a graphic gescription of the occur- 
rences connected, withthe burning, On May 
18, of Yasasi & Co.’s warehouse in the Cuban 
capital and the consequent great loss of life. 
He said: 

„It was a frightful scene, full of horror 
and enough to make one ill. Worst of all, 


the impression prevails that the fire was of 
incendiary origin and the work of a gang 
whose sole object was to obtain the insurance 
money on the stock and fixtures in the build- 
ing. So strong is this impression that the 
police have under arrest now Juan A. Yseasi, 
Juan Azpan and Francis McNiney, who com- 
prise the firm of Yasasi & Co., and some four 
others on suspicion of having set the place on 
fire. They were in jail when I left Havanna, 
andthe police believed that they had evi- 
dence enough to convict them of the dast- 
ardiv crime. The prisoners display absolute 
indifference and claim to be innocent. 
From the appearance of things in the place 
after the fire was discovered everyone be- 
lleves that it was set aflze and many circum- 
stances go to strengthen that belief. The fire 
was discovered at 10:20 o’clock in the even- 
ing. The building was occupied by Yssasi 4 
Co., who were dealers in hardware. A pecu- 


| liar circumstance and the one on which great 


stress is pluced, is that while the insurance 
on the stock expired at 12 0’clock on the day 
after that n which the fire occurred, it was 

aid on the morning ofthe previous day 
by Yssasi & Co. When the firemen ar- 
rived they met a man named Aniceto 
Laza, who was employed by Yssasi & Co. 
They asked bim if there were inflammable 
materials in the building and he told them 
that there was none, They went right in to 
fight the flames, and while they were working 
hard there was an explosion, followed by an 
immense volume of smoke. Then the Duila- 
ing fell down, burying all who were within. 
When the crash was over! noticed several 
firernen crawl out over the debris. Their 
clothing had been torn from their bodies and 
their flesh hung off in shreds. 

It has been learned that the clerk, Laza, 
who informed the firemen that there were no 
inflammable materiale in the building, siept 
there that night and also that he lig ted a 
sperm candle. He says he biew out the can- 
dle before retiring and that probably the wick 
remained lighted and fellon top of a bale of 
hay or some tarred chalk. It has also been 
learned thatthe explosion was caused by a 
deposit of powder which was in tne bullding. 
When Yesasi was arrested he claimed that 
there was no explosive in the place, but that 
all the powder was stored in the Government 
magazine. He denied that the explosion was 
caused by powder, and said there was not 
even gas in the building. He also stated that 
there was no one in the building and that the 
first information he received of the ca- 
tastrophe was from a friend who called at his 
house two hours after the fire was discovered. 
When asked why he paid the premiums on 
the policies in advance, he said that he re- 
ceived some benctit by doing so. Another fact 
that tells against bim is that he was 
arrested atl o’clock on the morning follow- 
ing the fire and then he wid the police 
that he knew nothiug of it, while he after- 
ward said, a6 1 told you, that he knew of it 
atj2 o'clock. Yseasi’s family are in Spain at 
present; he only urrived at Havana a short 
time ago and was going back to hié family on 
the 20th inst. Francis McNiney and Juan A- 
pan belong to New York City. When the 
alarm was given Francesco Silva, the son of 
the Venezuelan Consul, and several other 

oung men entered the building and were 

illed by the explosion. Some thirty tors 
attended the injured, and the Governor-Gen- 
eral was among the hardest workers. A sub- 
scription was started for the families of those 
who lost their lives or were injured, and on 
the day of the burial of the fifty odd vietimg 
Dusiness was entirely sus in Havana.’

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UA CALIFORNIA PIONEER. 


RECORD OF A FORMER sr. LOUISAN ON THE 
PACIFIC SLOPE. 


Remarkable History of William T. Coleman 
im the Early Days of Califoraia—The 
Great Vigilance Cowmittee of San 
Francisco and Ita Chief—How Lawless- 
ness Was and 
Kearney. 
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ANY citizens of St. 
Louls remember well 
William T. Coleman 
of San Francisco, who, 
— 1 — |[—-on Sunday last, ar- 
rived in the city and 
registered at the 
“Soutbern, Mr. Cole- 
man was for several 
& 


years a citizen of St. 

Louis and has a large 
number of friends and relatives residing here. 
Few men have filled so large a place in the 
history oftheir State as Mr. Coleman has in 
that of California. He emigrated to that 
State shortly after the discovery of 
gold, not a goldseeker, but as 
a merchant with what m that 
day was a very considerable capital. From a 
triend and fellow townsman of his some in- 
teresting particulars of his career in San Fran- 
visco were obtained. 

FOR SEVERAL YEARS 

after 1849, the year of the discovery of gold at 
Sutter’s mill, Mr. Coleman devoted his at- 
tention to his business in San Francisco, and 
not only met with great success, but also won 
the respect, confidence and esteem of the 
business community. Between 1853 and 1855 
San Francisco was in a very peculiar and most 
unfortunate position. For years, with tens 
of thousands of energetic young men, the 
riffraff of America and Europe was 
dropped into that city. At first 
no evil effects of any great 


moment were felt, as the placer diggings at- 
tractea nearly all the new comers, especially 
those without means. But by 1868 San Fran- 
cisco began to fill up with a most undesirable 
population. Ruffianism and robbery had for 
a while had full swing in the different camps, 
but finally vigilance committees were or- 
ganized, some of the chief malefactors were 
effectually and permanently disposed of and 
thousands of others were ordered to leave. 
During 1853 and 1854 there was an immense 
exodus from the mining camps, principally of 
lawless Characters, and nearly ail drifted to 
San Francisco, as they conid find no safety 
in the mining regions. The state of affairs in 
the country and smaller towns rapidly im. 
proved, butat the expense of the principal 
city in the State, which became the harbor of 
refuge forall the criminality of the Pacific 
Slope. The influence of this immigration was 
atoncefelt. Afew able men organized the 
lawless element, and inafew months man- 
aged to get control of the courts and city 
government. When this was done a veritabie 
reign of terror and vice set in. Gambling 
houses were opened on almost every block in 
the city, and instead of being obliged to pre- 
serve some semblance 0 quiet 

decency, were conducted in 
the most flagrantly disorderly 
manner, while policemen were stationed in 
each, not to protect the public but to guard 
the gamblers. Murders were of daily, almost 
hourly occurrence, and the assassins being 


assured of acquittal before the courts, the 


udees and sheriffs of which were notoriously 

n the pay of the gambiers, had no fear of the 
law, but used the knife and the pistol without | 
fear of punishment. To overthrow this regime 
at the polis was hopeléss, as the machinery of 
the elections was in the hands of the 
most disreputable element in the elty, 
and the returns were such as they 
desired to make them. Under these 
circumstances business languished, and it 
mk Age — as if the city would have to be 
abandoned entirely to the lawless element. 
Men who opposed the corrupt ring rule were 
shot down on the streets and their assassins 
aguitted amid the laughter of the court 
officials, while justice could in no direction 
be obtained without bribery. 

THE VIGILANCE OOMMITTEE. 

Recognizing that a desperate condition of 
affairs called for a desperate remedy, the law- 
abiding men of the city met and organized 
the strongest vigilance committee that 
ever existed. t was composed of 
the most substantial citizens of San 
Francisco, who determined to ignore the 
usual processes of law. and to meet violence 
with violence. Ihe choice of a head for such 
an organization was of the first importance. 
Aman was needed who, with dauntiess cour- 
age and absolute determination combined a 
judicial mind and who could command the 
respect of the community. After some dis- 
cassion, the choice fell upon William T. Cole- 
man, who was made Chairman of the vigi- 
lance committee, and in whose hands was 
placed power such as has never been 
possessed by the governor of any State. He 
at once set about organizing an attack on the 
lawless element, and in the cours e 
of a few weeks, San Francisco, from 
one of the worst cities in the 
country became one of the best governed, A 
regular court, composed of lawyers of ac- 
knowledged reputation, was established, a 
sheriff appointed and, most important of all, 
a posse consisting of the most prominent cit!- 
zeng, placed at his orders. Mr. Coleman 
directed that some of the most notorious 
malefactors should be brought before this 
court tor trial. The city was at once in a tur- 
moll. The outiaws and thugs invoked the 
protection of the regular courts, which was 
gladly accorded, and for atime it appeared 
ikely that the city would be the scene of 
fierce street fighting. But so well had Coleman 
organized his forces that this was prevented. 
Men were séized and tried and several con- 
demned to death. COitizens of San Francisco 
will never forget the morning when three of 
the most influential politicians were carried 
toa warehouse and hung from the beam pro- 
jecting from the second- story window, usu- 
ally used for raising bales. This broke the 
back of the resistance to the Citizens’ Com- 
mitteé and William T. Coleman became abso- 
lute master of the city. The work of 
cleaning out the rascals went on 
rapidly. Thousands were ordered to 
leave thecity under pain of death, several 
judges resigned, the gambling houses were 
closed up aud when order was once more 
established the vigilance committee laid 
down its powers, andite members resumed 
their ordinary avocations. In the course of 
the strnggie for supremacy Judge David 8. 
Terry with whose death at the bands of 
United States Marshall Nagle all are familiar, 
was summoned by the committee to appear 
before it. He met the officer sent to arrest 
bim with a drawn knife, and stabbed him so 
severely that death resulted. Terry narrowly 
esca erecution on this oceassion. 

CURBING THE SANDLOTTERS. 

The success with whien the Vigilance Com- 
mittee was managed was universally et 
to the determination, energy and coolness o 
Mr. Coleman, who became one of the most 

pular citizens of Ualifornia. He could have 
Bas almoat any political office in the gitt of 
the people, but declined to bea candidate. 
Many years afterward he saved San Francisco 
from what threatened to be the bloodiest riot 
ever knuwn in ite annals. During the 
time of Dennis Kearney and his sand- 
lotters a proposition was made that 
ona certain Sunday Kearney and his sand- 
lotters should march on Chinatown and at- 
tack it. The citizens were in terror, as there 
was no adequate militia force ava labile, and 
it was Well known that a riot starting in 
Chinatown would soon spread to the million- 
aires’ quarters on Nob Hill. Kearney was 
loud in declaring his determination to wipe 
out Chinatown, and a bloody riot seemed im- 
minent. this juncture Mr. Coleman 
called a secret of the old 
vigilance committee officers, & consuitation 
was held and a grim Warning sent by Coleman 
to Kearney if there was any trouple the 
committee would make no iries, but 
would at once go to him and hang him. The

A BIG SLUMP. 


The Falliug Off in the Shipment ef American 
Cattle to Europe. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Draratow. 

New Tonk, May 27.—The shipments of 
American cattle to Europe, alive and dead, 
last week amounted to 15,000 head, a falling 
off of 25 per cent from ti week before at the 
estimated loss of $30 a head, saya the 7ribune 
of to-day. These shipments represent a 
clear loss of $450,000 to the exporters. This 
loss bas fallen more heavily upon some 
shippers than upon others, some sus- 


taining a loss of fully 8886 a head on 
every steer sent abroad. Tue falling off i 
shipments from this port and from Baltimore 
last week was marked but the number shipped 
from Boston and Montreal beld up the usual 
figures. From Montreal there went out 4,600 
head; Boston, 3,800 head; New York, 5,100 
head; Philadelpnia, Baltimore and 
News, 13,000 head. 
— market has become so bad that shippers 
nd it less disastrous to keep the/ir cattle her 
and: lose the $20 a head freight space for 
which they have contracted in some instances 
as far abead as September 1. Then the

space for some other purpese. Meyer Go 
smith of this city, one of the heaviest export- 
ers, sent out yesterday 504 sheep on the 
Monkseaton, for London, in space which he 
had expected to fill with cattle. He said he 
would lose money on the sheep, but not so 
much asif he shipped cattle. A sharp falling 
off in cattle exports may thus be expected, 
it not indeed a total cessation of the business. 
Never before bas there been such demorali- 
zation among shippers. Telegrams askiny 
relief have been pouring in ou the steamship 
companies’ agents during the last week. One 
shipper offered $30,000 to cancel his contract 
with one line; another telegraphed to let any 
space be may have under contract for mer- 
chandise at any price and he would pay the 
difference. The first proposition the owners 
would not acceptand it is doubtful if they 
could secure freightion the second. A year 
ago Cattle suitable for the export trade cost 
$15 a head less. Ocean freights were $5 to $7 a 
head lower and the price in London was 12 
cents to 13% cents a pound. It is about 9 
cents per pound for the best cattle now in 
London and the average is not over 8 cents. 
There is another result of this slump in the 
export trade which may have aserious effect 
on cattie-raising in the future. For some time 
the farmers of Great Britain have been push 
ing a bill ein Parliament looking to placing a 
duty on cattle. They asserted that the ex- 


traordinary shipments of American cattie: 


threatened to drive them out of the business. 
It is feared that the present panic and unpre- 
cedented low prices over there will be a strong 
incentive toward securing the passage of this 
law. A duty on American ocattie exacted af 
English ports would be a bad thing for Amer 
can farmers.

Public Trial of Dr. Justin's Dynamite Gua 
at Perryville, N. ¥. 


By Telegrath tothe Posr-Disratoew 

Roms, N. I., May 27.—This afternoon Dr. 
Joel D. Justin of Syracuse, N. I., will givea 
public trial of his dynamite gun at Perryville, 
Madison County. Six nine-inch steel shells 
forty-four inches long will de fired from a 
nine-inch Blakely rifle, the target being a per- 
pendicular cliff of limestone one-third of a 
mile distant. The shelis weigh 260 pounds 


and each will carry a charge of dynamite 
ranging from sixteen tothirty pounds, thrown 
from the gun by thirty pounds of powder, the 
service charge. The gun used was obtained 
by Dr. Justin in Boston last fall. It i¢ a Biake- 
ly rifle, built upon a steel tube, with two 
heavy fron jacket#eshrunk on it. It is a muzzie 
loader and weighs 30,000 pounds. it is mount- 
ed on @ carrfage of oak weighing 2,000 or 8,000 
pe The bore of the gun is 12 feet long.

every divorce petitioner must have at lénst 
two witnesses, the court-room was crowded 
all day with women and children 
and the cries of babies in arms 
or the merry chatter of the older ones run 
ning around the balconies in the dome were 
heard the entire day. Of the twenty-two ap- 
plications Judge Dillon granted fifteen, con- 
tinued two and took four un- 
der advisement. Amon those con- 
tinued was that of McKinney Humes 
against Elmira Humes. Mrs. Humes was rep- 
resented by H. Clay Conde, who for many 
years was a prominent figure in the Court- 
house, but who is now totally Blind and is 
lead around by a servant or friend. He pre- 
sented Mrs. Humes’ case, but the divorce was 
not granted, Judge Diilon declaring the. proof 
defective and continued the case until further 
evidence could be collected. 


A Cemplicated Case,

ASSAULTED AND ROBBED. 


An Old Man's Death from Injuries Re- 
ceived While His Pockets Were Emptied. 


There is something decidedly mysterious in 
the case of Michael Walsh. On Wednesday 
in last week an old man walked into the City 
Dispensary and wanted Dr. Steinmetz to send 
him to the City Hospital. He said 


he lived at Quarantine and had just walked 
in. He complained of great pains in the side. 
He was sent to the City Hospital, where he 
died on May 28. Internal wor ebay 
due to external violence caused his death. 
This morning the deceased’s cousin, M. J. 
Walsh, testified before Deputy Coroner Weis 
atthe Four Courts. He said the deceased 
was 60 years old and a widower. The rest of 
the testimony ls as follows: 

‘*Deceased had been employed at Quaran- 
tine as a nurse and left avout three weeks ago 
to go to New Orleans. Dan O’Madigan came 
to town with him and paid him over $100. De- 
ceased was at my house, 917 North Seventeenth 
street, on May 16, and said he had been 
paid off and was going to New Orleans. He 
came back the following Monday and asked 
my wife to let him lie down; that he had been 
beaten and robbed somewhere on the Levee in 
a house kept by a man named Haley. He 
stayed until the morning of the 20th and then 
left. #>When leaving he appeared weak- 
minded. 5 

This testimony would tend to thow'ethat a 
murder has been committed and the authori- 
ties willinvestigate thecase. Not a centof 
the $100 which Walsh received was found on 
his person.

Judge Normile Gives Gis Decision in a 


Case in Which There Is Some Suspicion 
of Trifling With the Processes of the

Charies F. Vail’s case was again postponed 
for twenty-four hours to-day, to give bim 
further time to secure counsel. The conten- 
tion over every point in thie queer proceed- 
ing has been bitterand strong, but as the 
time passes and the trial approaches, when 
every advantage won or lost is a victory 
gainea or a defeat sustained, the fight be- 
comnes more fierce, and itis not speaking ex- 
travagantly to say that there has never been 
a case in this country which bas 
been more hotly contested than this one has 
been and will be. Vail was brought into court 
at the usual hour and asked if he had get 
secured counsel. He replied tuat he had not 
been able to make arrangements with at- 
torneys and be could not say when he could 
do so. He hada written statement which he 
wished to present to the court. - He could not 
be ready for trial at this term of court and the 
statement which he had prepared set forth 
reasons why he could not be. 

WANTED MORE TIME. 

Judge Normile said he could not consider 
the statement at that time; the matter to be 
disposed of was the question of counsel and 
he musthear from the defendant before he 


could take any steps in the matter. Ifthe 
defendant could announce to-morrow what 
he could do towards procuring counsel the 
court could then proceed with the case. 

Vail said be did not know that he could do 
that. The time which had been allowed him 
had not been sufficient for a consultation with 
his family and friends and he had not suc- 
ceeded in finding attorneys. ~- 

Judge Normile said it was necessary that 
that matter should be disposed of and he 
would: lay the case over until to-morrow 
morning. If Vail could secure counsel in that 
time very well, but if he dic not have his at- 
torneys there the court would appoint two for 


him. 

Vailwe back to jail with{ his statement in 
his possession. An effort was made to get it 
but he would not give it up or tell what was in 
it. A POST-DISPATCH reporter was admited 
to the screen and Vail was sent for but when 
he saw 2 newspaper man On the other side he 
decliné@d to receive him. This statement con- 
taing the facts related by Mr. McDonald in 
court yesterday, but Vail will not let it be 
known in just what form he has arranged 
them, as an argument to justify a continu- 
ance, because they will probably form the 
basis for an affidavit when he secure scounsel. 

The general beliefis that Mr. McDonald has 
not withdrawn from the case to remain out, 
but that his withdrawal was a play for time. 
He objects when such a purpose is ascribed 
to him and says that asa lawyer he could not 
and would not be guilty of such conduct; 
what he did he did in perfect good faith.

Sunday afternoon Williamson 
took a leading part in the Salvation Army ex- 
ercises, and in the evening was found un- 
conscious in Sleker's Park. He had taken a 
dose of strychnine and was dying. His life 
was saved by a physician and he recovered, 
but his muscles were paralyzed and he could 
notspeak. He shakes his head and claims to 
know nothing of the murder. 

At the coroner’s inquest over the bodies of 
Jefferson and Charles Moore, father and son, 
nothing of a very sensational nature was de- 
veloped. Tom Williamson, the would-be 
suicide and probable murderer of the two 
men, is recovering gradually from the dose of 
strychnine he took, and refuses to talk much 
about the murdered men. He says he knows 
who committed the murder, and that the 
murderer will make himself known to-day. 
He says the woman he intended to marry, 
Mrs. O’Bannon, who lives here n town, knew 
nothing of the murder. She had in her 
possession two notes, one purporting to 
have been signed by Jeff Moore and the other 
by Charlie, conveying all the Moore property 
to Williamson. Both notes were undoubtedly 
signed by Williamson, as the signatures of 
the Moores have all the chirographic peculi- 
arities of writing known to have been made 
by Williamson. Williamson is closely guarded 
in jailand no one unknown to the jailer is 
permitted to see him. The Coroner’s jury 
found the usual verdict, holding Williamson 
as guilty ofmurder. The bodies of the two 
men were buried this afternoon.

COURT-HOUSE CFILINGS DROPPING. 


Judge Biggs’ Narrow Escape From Fatal 
Injury Yesterday. 


A section of ceiling in the Court-house fell 
again and almost resulted in a fatal acci- 
dent. About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Judge Bigas of the Courtof Appeals was 


sitting in his private room near a window 
on Fourth street when he heard a sharp crack 
in the room. He paid no attention to it, but 
Alex Lewis, marshal of the court, who was in 
another room across the hall and also heard 
it, rushed to the door. As he reached 
it a quarter of the ceiling fell. 
The plastering is an inch thick and the por- 
tion that fell weighed several hundred 
pounds. Luckily for Judge Biggs, he was 
sitting near the window: The paper on the 
ceiling offered some resistance as the plaster 
broke from the laths, and instead of fall in 
straight it swung several feet away. Ha 
it fallen directly down Judge Biggs 
would have need of a physician for many 
days, or perhaps an undertaker. The crash 
wus heard in several offices in the buliding. 
Acrowd rushed in and fonnd Judge Biggs 
crouched close against the wall, his eyes set 
on the threatening ceiling and bis black 
clothes white with the dust and mor- 
tar. He was only slightly bruised 
on the arms and hands by small pieces of 
plaster which fell after the larger patch 
dropped. Mr. Lewis brushed the sand from 
his clothes and hair, and he went home to 
change his suit. The celling of the room is 
about fifteen or twenty feet high, and the 
force of the heavy plaster when it reached the 
floor may be imagined when it crushed a book 
stand and desk as though they were paste- 
board and brokea heavy cast-iron chande- 
lier. As soon as Judge Biggs left the room the 
janitor began tearing down the remaining 
portions of the ceiling which threatened to 
fall, and itcame down in large sections on 
the slightest touch, 

About one month ago, while Alex Lewis was 
working at his typewriter across the hall, a 
section of the ceiling as large as that which 
fell yesterday dropped down on the 
desk beside him, crusbing the 
top and breaking inkstands, pens 

aper knives, and damaging ten typewriters. 
The Building Commissioner was notified of 
the accident immediately but no attention 
has been pald to it nor to any other necessary 
repairs asked for In the Vourt House of late. 
An accident ofthis kindinthe Court House 
may do more damage than in 
public ouildings erected recently as the 
Court- house was built before the contractor’s 
trade became an artand when the plasterer 
was more generous with his material. The 
ceilings, like the walls, are fully an 
inch thick, and the rains and  wmeit- 
ing snows of the. past thirty.five 

ears have seeped through and loosened them 
fn n many places until to-day, when they are 
very dangerous. Patches of ceiling are ex- 
pected to fall any moment in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals, in the Circuits 
Clerk’s office, inthe Law Library, in Court 
Rooms No. 1 and No. 8 and in wany places 
in the dome. Not long ago the plastering, 
ceiling and cornice fell In court-room No. 3 
and halt the ceiling of the Judges consulta- 
tion room, asmall office erected within the 
walls of the building, fell, but no one wus 
hurtin either case. In the gloomy, dam 
dome, where the dirt is half an ine 
thick over everything the plastering buiges 
out in many places, in one piace pa viar 
where it gives the flowing robes of the 

dess of Industry the appearance of oe 
baggy atthe kness. The electric | 
in scattering thelr wires prom ously 
about the dome, have done con- 
siderable damage in tearing off the pains 
in piaces leaving the bare white plagter. 
Carl Wimar’s precious and valuable master- 
pieces are peeling from the a rotting 
away on account of the filth and dampness 
which surrounds them.

DRAEUT’S $8,000 LICENSE, 


A Town Meeting Retases to Refund John 
Lennon’s Money. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 
_LOwfiit, Mass., May 27.—Dracut’s $8,000 
liquor license, which was secured by John 
Lennon of Lowell, and which resulted in a 
wholesale debauch when Lennon opened his 
saloon on arecent Saturday, is the cause of a 
number of complications. The saloon was the 
the only one licensed in Dracut or 
vicinity and drew its patronage from this city 
and seven surrounding towns, allof prohib- 
itory predilections. Lennon did a great busi- 
ness on the opening day, but the thirsty mob, 
attracted by his saloon, created a reign of 
terror during the Saturday night and the two 
days following. The popular sentiment cow- 
elled the closing of the saloon and the Se- 
ectmen of the town agreed to refund the 
license fee, Lennon, on his part agreeing to 
renounce the license. Lennon has not re 


ceived the check for his §8,000 and he is con- 


Gucting a wholesale liquor business at his 
saloon pending a settiement. The Selectmen 
found they had not authority to airect the re- 
turn of the license fee without a vote of the 
town, and atown meeting was called to act 
upon the matter. Then it was discoy- 
ered that one-fourth of the license 
fee was due, under the statute, to the State 
Treasury. A bill was rushed through the 
Legislature authorizing the Selectmen to re- 
fund the entire $8,000 if Lennon agreed to go 
oat of business. Still the Selectmen were 
doubtiu! of their authority and for safety of- 
fered to compromise by paying $6,000. Both 
the legislative act and the offer to compromise 
were so severely criticised that the offer was 
withdrawn, one of the opponents threatening 
to carry the matter before the Supreme Court 
should the money be paid. Finally the town 
meeting called to consider the question was 
held yesterday and voted not te return the 
money.

HE ALWAYS HAS ONE UP HIS SLEEVE FOR 
A HANDICAP. 


How Davis Was Defeated by Choynski—

recover from the

gon, Tristan and Grey Dawn, Banquet and 
Sluggard are none too good to take the dust 
from his heels. Perhaps we are to have 
Lavinia Belle for the Suburban, who knows? 

Cassius would not have been at 15 to 1 day 
before yesterday but for an accident in his 
stable one night that swelled his jaw up to 
twice its natural size. 

In his gallop before the race Cassius showed 
a disposition to bear out and generally acted 
as if his injured jaw would prove a barto his 
success. This kept his people from backing 
himas heavily as they would have done. 
Still Owner Campbell took some $12,000 out of 
the ring at the long odds, By this run he 
wins a 4-pound penalty for the Suburban, 
making bis weight for that race 107 pounds. 

I was talkine to a well-known turfman 
after Cassius had won the race, and he said: 
don't know now that any one has a right 
to dub Campbell 's string as ‘skates’ or ‘dogs.’ 


We all thought that Castawny’s Brooklyn

GAVE HIMSELF UP, 


Jehn Williams, the Murderer of a Girl at 
Leeds, Eugiand, Confesses. 


CHICAGO, III., May 27.—John Williams of 
Leeds, England, 31 years of age, is held at the 
Central police station asthe confessed mur- 
derer of Emma Roberts, alias Jones, in No- 
vember, 1879. Sunday evening Williams 
walked up to a policeman and told the officer 
he was guilty of murder. At the station 
where he was taken he made a confession to 
the effect that early in 1879 he met Miss Emma 
Boberts, alias Jones, a domesticin the em- 
ploy of a coal merchant named Greenwood, in 
the city of Leeds. After keeping company 
with her six months he proposed and was re- 
jected. Visiting her a month later Williams 
renewed his proposal of marriage and was re- 
fused. He then knocked her down with bis 
fist and beat her head into an unrecognizable 
mass with ahammer. Williams left Leeds 
immediately, going to Manchester for two 
days. From there he went to Cardiff, Wales, 
and shipped as a sailor before the mast. Two 
years ago he lauded in Chicago and bas been 
making a living asa sailor on the lakes since 
that time. Williams said the girl's parents 
lived at Westphen Grove, Harpery, near Mau- 
chester, and that his own parents, now dead, 
lived at Kilkgate, Leeds. The autuorities of 
Leeds have been telegraphed for information.
